The county defense council or- 
iginally was created with ‘but five 
members, Now it numbers ‘vell 
over 1,000 and is growing daily. 

COUNCIL ORGANIZED 

The defense council originally 
‘was composed of C. E. Grier, 
chairman of the board of super- 
visors; District Attorney Jerome 
B. Kavanaugh; Sheriff Emmett L. 
Shay; Howard L. Way, county 
highway commissioner, and Dr. 
‘W. W. Fenton, county health of- 
ficer. : 

The council then elected Mr. 
Grier- as its chairman, enlarged 
itself by having a representative 
appointed by each incorporated 
city as a delegate and appointed 
15 additional members,

‘ BASIC PURPOSE 
‘* "The basic purpose of the plan is 
to have a fully informed and solidi- 
fied community prepared to act 


under emergency or defense eu 


dition. The program is divided in- 
to two parts: first, organization 
of the county to meet emergencies 
other than defense and second, for 
defense action other than by es- 
tablished military forces but in 
cooperation with the armed units. 
The San Bernardino county de- 
fense council does not replace oth- 
er organized groups such as the 
disaster committee of the Ameri- 
can Legion, the Red Cross or the 
State guard but coordinates the 
work of the other agencies. 
There are approximately 125 
key men in the defense council and 
others are being added as they

There 
is no age limit if the applicant is 
physically and mentally competent 
to operate a motor vehicle, knows 
the motor vehicle laws reasonably 
well, and has asquired the neces- 
sary knowledge to operate a motor 
vehicle safely. 

Applicants who wish to learn to 
drive may secure an “Instruction 
Permit” which allows them to 
learn to operate a car under the 
direction of a licensed driver. The 
instruction permit requires pass- 
ing a simple vision and written 
test on the laws,
